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QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 


Cengrezsmen Give a ‘Foretaste of What 
They Want to Do. 

LovisvitLe, November 10.—The Courier- 
Jcurnal will publish tomorrow letters from 160 
congressmen, 59 democrats and 91 republicans. 
These letters are in response to four questions 


sent cut by O. 0. Btealey, the Washington cor- 
respondent of the Courier-Journal, as follows: 

1, Would you favor an amendment to the rules 
of the house providing that the general appropria- 
tion bills, except legislative, Sundry, civil and 
deficiency bills, sha)l be prepared and controlled 
heieaiter by the appropriate standing committees 
on the several branches of the public service? 

2. Do you favor any change in the laws govern: 
ing silver coinage and silver certificates? and if so 
what modification would you regard as destrabie. 

3. To what extent. in your Opinion, wouid the 
révision of the tariff and internal revenue laws be 
cesisabie at the next session? 

4. Who is your choice for caucus nomination for 
speaker? 

In the democratic responses forty-seven un- 
qualifiedly favor an amendment of the rules, 
five gave qualified answers, four oppose 
change, and three are noncommittal. 

To the second question four favor legislation, 
forty-nine oppose and six are noncommittal. 

Tothe third question 53 favor tariff agita- 
tion, 3 oppose and 3 are non-committal,

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THE GALVBSTON STRIKE, 


The War of the Knights of Labor on the 
Colored Men, 


GaLveston, Tex., November 10.—The com- 
mittee of arbitration tor the settlement of the 
strike in thiscity held a continued session 
today. The testimony taken is being reducod 
to writipg. The situation still continues 
grave. Thecolored laborers all over the city 
ere awaiting the result of the arbitration com- 
mittee’s labor with undisguised interest. They 
fcel that their privileges are being 
jeopardized by the Knights of labor. This 
feeling has been intensified by the demand 
from the locai assembly of Knights of labor 
organization for the dismissal of three colored 
men and one white man from the police 
force, on the ground that they have 
beem indulging in conversation calculated 
to incite incendiary feelings among the colored 
people of the city. The mayor, however, re- 
fused to comply with the demand, replying 
that the officers in question were eflicient men. 
Adjutant General King isin the city inveati- 
gating the situation, by order of Governor 
ireland. The members of the cotton 
exchange have appointed a  com- 
mittee to assist General King 
in thoroughly familiarizing himself with both 
sides of the labor questions. Work everywhere 
inthe city is progressing and the freight 
blockedes along the railroad lines are being 
repidly decreased. Matters are quiet at Hous- 
ton, and work on the wharves of the direct 
nevigation company were resumed this morn- 


ng.

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THE ALGOMA’S WRECK. 


LASHED BY THE FURY OF THE 
WAVES. 


The Rising of the Storm on Ltke 8u perior —Blinded 
by Sheets cf Bnow- The Ship Strikes a Reef, 
aud Goes to the Bottom—Tferribie Loss 
of Life — Other Casualties, 


Port Artuur, Ont., November 10.—The 
terrible Marine disaster, resulting in the 
drowning ot forty-eight persons and the loss 
of one of the most valuable passenger steamers 
on the lskes, was reported last night when 
thestcamer Arthabasca arrived. On board of 
the Arthabasca were Captain James Moore, 
commander of the Canadian Pacific railway 
steamer Algoma, two passengers. and eleven of 
her crew. They were all that were left of 
sixty-two persons that sailed for 


this port from Owen sound, 
on the Aigoma on last Thursday. The follow- 
ing arethe survivors: W.J. Hull, and W. 
B. McCarthur, of Meadorford, Ont.; Captain 
Jobn Moore, first mate Hastings; second 
mate, Richard Simpson; wheelman,. Henry 
Lewis; watchman John C. McNabb; fireman, 
P. Mcalgar, deck hands, R. Stevens, James 
Bolton, Daniel Laughter; waiters, John Mc- 
Lane, George McCali, John Mckenzie. Caps 
tain was badly injured. The ship's papers 
were lost and the passenger list could not be 
obtained, The following is a partial list of the 
lost.

THE STORY OF THE DISASTER. 
The story of the disaster, as related by Cap- 
ain Moore, is that the Algoma passed through 
St. Mary’s canal, bound tor this port, last 
Fyidey noon. Soon after reaching Lake Supe- 
rior, wind began to freshen up from the north- 
west, and the great bank of leaden clouds 
along the northern horizon denoted the ap- 
preach of heavy weather. Realizing, however, 
that the Algoma was one of the strongest and 
most powerful steamers afloat, and well able 
to cope with even a ssvere gale, Captain 
Moore kept her on her course. But as night 
approached the wind contizued to increase in 
violence, and by dark had developed into one 
of the fiercest and most deetructive gales ever 
experienced on the upper lakes. As the gales 
increased the sea began to make and before 
midnight Lake Superior was lashed into a 

WILDERNESS OF SEATHING , 
while the tempest screeched and howled, the 
seas. swept completely over the struggling 
steemer. The situation was made all the 
more terrible by the blinding snow storm that 
sct in before morning. It was impossible to 
see the length of thesteamer. The passengers 
and crew were terrified beyond measure, and 
momentarily expected to see the steamer 
plunge to the bottom. By the instractions of 
Captain Moore, the officers circulated among 
the passengers, trying to allay their fears. 
They were panic stricken, however, ‘and 
huddled together in the cabin where the 
screams and prayers of the women and 
children could be heard over the thunder of 
the pale. Saturday morning Isle Royal was 
eaded the stoam 
er for Rock Harbor, where he hoped to gain 
The island forms a natural harbor of 
refuge, but the entrance there is a dangerous 
reef, and just asthe steamer was nearing the 
entrance she struck the reef. There was a 
terrific shock, and then the steamer came to a 
full stop. The pessengers rushed out of the 
cabin aud beseeched the officers to tell them 

what hed heppeved. ; 

‘‘We are on the reef,’ replied the captain, 
“but if you will only keep as calm as possible, 
I trust all will be safely landed.” 

Just then one of the crew reported that the 
steamer’s bottom had been punctured, and

FILLING WITH WATER. 
The boats were at once got in readiness, and 
all started to leave the steamer, but just as 
they were about to lowerthem,the steamer 
slipped off the rock and disappeared with an 
spgry roar. The water was covered with the 
etruggling forms of men and women, and then 
all was over—only fourteen lived to teli the 
tale. These got into oneof the boats, but 
were powerless to save themselves, as they 
were without oars. Captain Moore, however, 
wrenched the foot board from the bottom of 
the boat, and with this paddle proceeded to 
working the boat to the island where the sur- 
vivors were picked up by the Arthabacca. 
Mr. Bentley, manager of the line, has sent 


out tugs from here with instructions to search 


the Isle Royal for any survivors that may pos. 
tibly have got ashore, and to pick up and take 
care of any bodies thatmay be found. The 
tugs are now at the sceneof the wreck. 


THE BROOKLYN AGROUND, 


Vessel Meets Disaster in the 
Northern Seas, 

Qurnec, November 10.—A dispatch received 
here this evening by the signal service depart- 
ment, from the agent at the southwest point of 
Anticosti, states thet a man from the steamer 
Brooklyn, of the Dominion line, had reached 
Heath Point, and reported that the steamer 
went ashore at 6a. m, Sunday, ten miles off 
that pomt. He stated that no one had been 
on board the steamer since the accident oc- 
curred. The weather was very rough, and 
two compartments of the vessel were full of 
water then. The Brooklyn struck in a bad 
place, and her position is dangerous. It 
is very probable that the government will be 
asked to dispatch the government steamer Na- 
poleon to the Brooklyn’s assistance. The Na- 
poleon isthe only vessel which is fit to be 
sent out inthe gulf during the prevailin 
stormy weather. She is avery tast boat an 
will be able to reach Anti costi inJabout forty- 
eight hours from the time of her departure 
from here.

As tne mat- 
ter is reported now it isa horrible affair, and re- 
cretted and condemned by the good citizens of 
this county.

It is.impossible to extemporize mixtures 
which cen take the place of natural liquors, Dr 
J ©. Wiison, a prominent Philadelphia physician 
f8ys, in reference to Dr Leflman’s paper whereia 
be sdvocated the use of aleoho! alone. “No 
formula of the pharmacop:ia or prescription 
could produce the perfect mixture which we see 
in Letural wines, which are often so specifically 
bentficial. Lt is not possible to imitate the differ~ 
ent wines.”’ 


It has been freely stated that disease can be , 


heated without the use of alcoholic stimulants. 
Yet such men as Gross, Agnew, Fiint, Ashhurst, 
Loomis, Fottergil, rroussean, Wood and many 
olbers whore sutbority is of the highest charac.

But his coa- 
scierce is cCleer, for he nas used all the means 
wiibin his knowleege to combat the fatal malady. 
But in another case when life is almost despaired 
of and the very gloom of Geath seems to hang 
over the patient, what physiciau has not seen 
that sudden reaction which fslows the use of 
aleoholic stimulants.

ATLANTA Ga., November 6, 1885.—The following 
resolutions are approved and indorsed by the 
physicians whose names are appended thereto. 
Disclaiming any partisan attitude toward the 
question of prohibition per se, they deem ita 
duty which they owe to medical science, to their 
professional allegiance, to the sick, the poor and 
the heJpless to make this public declaration of 
principles. 

Whereas, the geseral assembly of Georgia at its 
recent session passed an act known as the prohi- 
bition act, which act is now before our people, who 
are required to cetermine by their votes if it shail 
beceme operative in this county. And 

Whereas, said act prohibits the sate of alcoholic 
liguors of any kiid, to any person, by avy person, 
in any quantity, icr any purpose—excepting do- 
mistic wines, pure alcohol and wines for sacra- 
mental uses. And 

Whereas, Alcoholic liquors, distilled and fer- 
mented, constitute a recognized vaiuablie aad ina- 
dispensable part of our materia medica, There. 
fore be it 

Resolved, That we, members of the medical pro 
fession of the city of Atlanta, raise our voices in 
earnest protest sagsninst the great wrong 
atiempted upon the Bick, 
the feeble ana the infirm, waose 
comfort, whose welfare and oftimes whose very 
existence is dependent upon the judicious admin- 
istration of some of tue several forms of aicoholic 
stimulants commouly employed as remedial 
agents. 

Resolved, That as the representatives and trug* 
éd acvisers of ihe invalid and helpless portion of 
this community, we denounce this threatened ia- 
vasion of their sacred rights as a monstrous pre- 
sumption and @ crue! trespass. 

Resolved, That the experience of medical men 
for sges has demonstrated unmistakably that pure 
alcohol is deficient in some of the most important 
constituents of the various kinds of spirituous 
liqvors used as medicine, and, notwithstanding 
the folly of legislative enactment to that effect, it 
never become an eflicacious substitute for 

em, 

Resolyed, That any attempt to interfere with 
the successful treatment of disease, directly oria 
directiy, by erecting obstacles to an absolutely 
unrestricted choice of remedies, or by supplyiag 
inferior articles, or by the acceptance and use of 
incficient substitutes, or by any other means, 
should be reprehended by ail intelligent, humane 
and philanthropic persous The sick 
deserve, and should receive at our bands the best 
and most appropriate remedies, skillfuily adapt- 
<d to their varying uecessities, and any volan- 
tary compromise or concession is inconsistent 
with the cuty of the physician and incompatible 
with the weltare of the patient. 

Resolved, That while we sre jealous of the 
rightsof our patients, andofour own rights as 
wecical practitiouers, we deplore the 
harmful results oO intemy erance, 
are profoundly sevsible of 
destructive effects of an excessive use of intox(2a- 
ting cri:ks. Wewill, therefore hail with jog all 
ressonable and proper efforts designed to preveut 
iheabuse ofan ageut patent alike for good 114 
for evil.

OF D&EBrs. : 


& Eistory of the Fatlure ana the Causes that Led to 
it-A Statement of the Debts and 4esete—Il) 
Health, Bad Collections and the Fall 
In Ootton — Phe Preferments. 


Yesterday a very decided sensation was cra- 
ated in commercial circles by the news that 
Mr. George Schaefer, of Ham pton, had tailed 
for $335,000, and that Atlanta was interested 
to the extent of nearly half that amount. 

An investigation of the report was mada by 
Tur Coystirvtion, and it was found that Mr. 
Echeefer had been in the city during Monday 
in close consultation with certain of his friends, 
and that atalate hour Monday night the 
deed of assignment was signed up. 

The deed was drawn by Mr. James R. Gray 
and named as the assignees, Mr. James S. 
Akers, who is with the house of 8. M. Inman 
& Co., of Atlanta, and Mr. Henry Schaefer, a 
brother of the assignor. 

The echedule of assets reached $185,851 and 
the list of liabilities reached $135,697, leaving 
a margin of $50,150 which it is said will, by 
careiul management, pay all the debts and 
leave something for Mr. Schaefer. 

AS TO CREDITORS | 
the principal creditors are 8. M. Inman & Co., 
of Atlanta. To them Mr. Schaefer owes $49,- 
000. In Atlanta there are ether debts 
smounting in all to about six thousand dol. 
Jers. Nosingle one of these debts will go 
over a thousand dollars however. Mr. Schaefor 
bad been buying cotton very largely for Ins 
man « Co. and in that way considerable money 
wes advenced to him by the Inmans. For that 
reason the Inmans are the first preferences in 
thedeed. Twenty-five thousand dollars is 
owed in Baltimore, a part of it to Ober & Sons, 
fertilizer men, and apart to Mr. Gill, fatner- 
in-law to Mr. Henry Schaefer.
